Supreme Court refuses 
to delay effect 
of death penalty 


WASHINGTON (U P I) —The Supreme Court refused today to delay 
the effect of a California Supreme Court ruling abolishing the death 
penalty in that state 
The state court ruled on Feb. 18 that capital punishment was “ cruel 
and unusual punishment” under the California constitution. 
The high court's ruling came the same day the California court’s 
ruling was to become effective. The California court planned to meet 
today to hand down an order making its ruling final 
California Attorney General Evelle J. Younger asked that the state 
ruling be stayed while it is being appealed to the high court. 
The U.S. Supreme Court is expected to decide the constitutionality 
of the death penalty before the end of the current term in June. 
Younger said the people of California have been denied their right to 
“ a republican form of government” by having the court step into an 
area where “ elected representatives and executive officers (are) 
empowered to act.” 
He said a stay would not harm the inmates of death row, because 
they would be subject to further confinement under sentences reduced 
to life imprisonment. But he said the state’s right to an appeal could 
be prejudiced. “ Dangerous Criminals” now held for trial without bail 
may be released, he told the court 


The Supreme Court also has several other death penalty cases 
before it from other states. 
In its ruling, the California court found that executions are cruel not 
only because the condemned man is put to death but because of the 
long, tortuous wait before the execution is carried out, and unusual in 
that only a minority of condemned prisoners are actually executed 
In a sharply worded petition March 3, Younger called the ruling 
“ one more in a wave of recent decisions from this court violating 
California’s constitutional separation of power. ” 
One result of the California ruling was the release on bond of black 
militant Angela Davis, who is accused of murder, kidnaping and 
conspiracy in the 1970 Marin County shootings at San Rafael, Calif. 
Miss Davis had been in jail for 16 months awaiting trial on the 
charges. Presiding Judge Richard E Arnason had refused to release 
her on bond because of a state law forbidding bail to those accused of 
“ capital crimes.”

McGovern s supporters countered the senator was the 
most viable liberal in the race and the CDC should express 
itself as “ the conscience of the party 
McGovern s chief California spokesman, Fred Epstein, 
later predicted three-fourths of the CDC members will 
work for McGovern in the June 6 California Primary. 
Eight candidates tentatively are entered in the nation s 
biggest winner take all race, where the victory will pick up

The field was narrowed Saturday when Sen Vance

Russia wants assurance 


LONDON (UPIi —The Soviet Union wants first-hand 
assurances trom President Nixon during his forthcoming 
Moscow visit that he did not reach any private anti-Russian 
agreement with China during his trip to Peking and has no 
plans to do so in the future. Communist diplomats said 
today. 
The President’s ability to satisfy the Soviet leadership 
will determine whether and what agreements will emerge 
trom the week-long top-U»vel talks in May. they said 
The diplomats said Soviet leaders feel that the Sino- 
American understanding reached by Nixon in his talks w ith 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung and Premier Chou En-lai have an 
“ anti-Russian flavor." 
The Kremlin was said to be preparing to probe in depth 
into Nixon's designs But they do not want to slam the door 
to continuing peace efforts between them 
The diplomats said a major policy review has been in 
progress in Moscow s higher policy councils before and 
since the Peking summit 
In principle, the Soviets want accommodation with the 
United States because without it a Washington-Peking 
understanding might be forged that in their view, has 
unpredictable perils for long-range Soviet plans and 
security, the sources said 
The nature of any Russo-American agreement to emerge 
from the forthcoming Moscow summit and the scope of anv

ABA says get rid 
of 'victimless' crimes 


WASHINGTON lU P I» —Justice would be served best bv 
ridding crowded city courts of the thousands of cases of 
victimless" 
crimes 
—drunkenness, 
drug 
addiction, 
gambling, prostitution and homosexuality . 
to permit law- 
enforcement officials to concentrate on crimes that have 
aroused citizens 
fears for safety, an American Bar 
Association committee recommended Sunday. 
The panel also suggested that the government should 
given heroin to addicts —as the British do —to stop them 
from stealing to support their habit. 
The committee, in a 102-page report on the control of 
urban crime in America, said the handling of so-called 
“victimless 
crimes should be transferred to nonjudicial 
agencies 
such 
as 
detoxification 
centers, 
narcotics 
treatment centers and social service agencies. 
The report, titled “ New Perspectives on Urban Crime“ 
was written by a committee chaired by Washington trial 
attorney Edward Bennett Williams and financed by the Bar 
Association and the Ford Foundation. The committee will 
ask the ABA’s house of delegates to adopt the report at its 
regular meeting in August. 
In a far-reaching report critical of policymakers from 
President Nixon on down, the committee said it was time 
for the administration and Congress to recognize the 
narcotics addiction is a medical not a criminal problem. 
The most practical way to treat heroin addicts is to offer 
them the drug legally in a controlled medical environment 
such as a system of federal narcotics treatment centers, 
the committee said This approach, considered radical by 
many in this country, already is being tried in Great Britain 
and elsewhere. 
There are an estimated 300.000 to 500.000 heroin addicts in 
the United States. 
Other recommendations by the committee included: 
— Eliminating mandatory grand jury procedures in 
typical street crime cases where the jury often has proved 
a dubious safeguard and an expensive waste of time for 
both the prosecution and the accused 
—Increasing resources and speeding procedures in court 
probation offices so that defendants quickly can be given 
appropriate sentences on conviction 
—Ending high-bail policies and discouraging more “ prev­ 
entive detention“ laws because keeping defendants in jail 
frustrates the rehabilitative process that could begin before 
trial in many cases.

President's No. 1 priority: narcotics 


NEW 
YORK 
(UPI »-President 
Nixon today declared control of the 
narcotics traffic to be the “ No 1 
priority" for law enforcement in his 
administration 
At a meeting that marked the 
opening of the New York Regional 
Office 
of 
Drug 
Abuse 
Law- 
Enforcement. Nixon said traffic in 
narcotics is “ the most reprehensible 
of all crimes “ 
Nixon spoke approvingly of the 
government action which he said 
has eliminated the use of opium and 
other narcotics in Turkey and China 


He credited tough law enforcement 
programs in both nations. 
“ Are the penalties adequate0” 
Nixon asked the gathered narcotics 
law enforcement officials. “Should 
there be more?” 
Robert Morse, U.S. attorney for 
the Eastern District of New York 
assured Nixon that under present 
laws the penalties are enough 
But the President insisted that he 
wanted to know the attitude of the 
enforcement 
officers 
“ in 
the 
trenches." 
“ No heroin is produced in the 


United States but more heroin is 
used in the United States than 
anywhere in the world." Nixon said 
“The Turks produced a lot of it but 
they don't use it.“ he said “ They 
don't use it because the government 
is very, very tough.“ 
Nixon noted that during his trip to 
China last month Chinese officials 
told him they have eradicated the 
opium addiction problem forced on 
China 
in 
the 
last 
century 
by 
European nations. 
“ In a totalitarian country where 
they can have complete control and 


the penalties can be the highest, 
there can be an allout effort ... and 
absolute prohibition,” Nixon said 


The President was accompanied 
to New York by Myles J Ambrose, 
head of the new Drug Enforcement 
Office in the Justice Department 
and former customs commissioner 


Ambrose told Nixon and the other

The Big-eyed bug 


Hear, then, the story of the big- 
eved bug. an ecotragedy about a 
predacious insect whose fatal flaw 
was nothing more sinister than a 
preference in quisine for the green 
insects that destroy our crops.

where the new lettuce was as sweet 
as clover. 
And so it was that the big-eyed bug 
descended as well, following the 
great herds of aphid and storms of 
lygus bug and leafhopper to the new 
feeding grounds 


And there was carnage in the 
valley. 
Aphid, 
spider mite and 
leafhopper 
were 
ambushed 
and 
taken wholesale by the big-eyed 
bugs between the regular rows of 
Valley crops, and there were many 
lettuce 
crops 
that 
required 
no 
pesticide treatment at all because ot 
them. 


But big-eye’s favorite was the 
green 
lygus bug 
which, 
though 
larger, he felled in ranks. Though 
Lygus considered this an invasion ot 
his home turf, the black and tan big- 
eyed s were familiar enemies. The 
two had fought like this for hundreds 
of years. 


So it continued as. in the rarified 
air about their heads, a University 
of California entomologist came to 
say that he'd never seen anything 
like it while, gazing down as ii from 
a skyscraper at a broadway of 


fumous perdation. 
a man from 
Coastal 
Agricultural 
Chemical 
company thought that if he could 
only predict when things like this 
were going to happen, he’d be a lot 
richer. 


But the summer mellowed and 
harvest time soon loomed and. value 
the big-eyed bug as undoubtedly 
they did, the powers above knew 
that the housewife who bought a 
head of lettuce for the evening salad 
saw it covered with thirty big-eyed 
bugs wasn’t likely to say. “ My, yes. 
they're Geocoris punctipes, a friend 
to man 
They were all just bugs to 
her. 


And so, three days before harvest, 
an 
organic 
phosphate 
mist 
descended from heaven and settled 
softly between the lettuce leaves. 


They died by the millions, the big- 
eyeds and Lygus together, some in 
the act of devouring each other, 
some caught in the open flats 
between rows, and the trials of their 
kind were solved Until spring.
